Cheers to Okaloosa Island’s 
Hurricane Relief Event 


On Saturday, November 10, over 400 people 
attended a Hurricane Michael fundraiser hosted by 
The Boardwalk on Okaloosa Island. The community 
rallied together to cheers with over 120 wines, craft 
beers, and spirits, all in the name of charity. Cheers 
for Charity, A Hurricane Michael Fundraiser raised 
$22,260 with 100 percent of the event proceeds 
benefitting Panhandle Prayers and Pawsitive Love 
Foundation, two reputable organizations whose 
efforts are assisting those affected by the storm. 


The event was pulled together in just two weeks, 
as a few community members and team members 
from Saltwater Restaurants Inc., along with the 
management company of The Boardwalk, saw an 
opportunity to do something with more long-term 
objectives for Hurricane Michael victims.

Throughout the Boardwalk, attendees enjoyed an 
assortment of live music performances who all 
graciously donated their talents, including OutShine, 
a high-energy cover band from Birmingham, Alabama; 
acoustic sets from Myke VanNess and Chavis Hobbs; 
country vibes from NASH Next winner Jessie Ritter; 
and ukulele duo Silvia Madriaga and Dave Dennison. 


Fundraising efforts included raffles with thousands 
of dollars in items including getaways, artwork, 
and a surfboard from Fluid Surf Shop. Ten percent 
of all restaurant sales from Rockin Tacos, Floyd’s 
Shrimp House, and The Crab Trap were donated to 
the cause, in addition to sales from other Saltwater 
Restaurant properties, including The Surf Hut in 
Miramar Beach and The Crab Trap in Destin.

Local Biz Owners Launch 
Bay County Strong 


Local business owners Kevin and Susan Engle have 
created the Bay County Strong Hurricane Michael 
relief effort. Although originally from Atlanta, these 
entrepreneurs have strong personal ties to the 
Emerald Coast as two of the restaurants they are 
partners in, Back Beach Barbecue and Restaurant 
Paradis, are located in Panama City Beach and 
Rosemary Beach. 


Bay County Strong was founded as a local effort 
to assist the Florida Panhandle with Hurricane 
Michael relief efforts through hands-on and financial 
assistance for those impacted by the devastation 
caused by the storm, all while keeping those in the 
Atlanta area informed and engaged with the help 
needed. 


Bay County Strong will focus on four key relief areas 
in order to maximize its efforts and provide the 
most support possible to the affected regions. First, 
as a collaborative effort, the teams of Restaurant 
Paradis, Back Beach Barbecue and Atlanta-based 
101 Concepts Restaurant Group will pool their 
resources together to provide food and meals to 
those in need. They have created the “Buy a Butt” 
program, consisting of a $35 donation that will 


provide a hot pulled pork sandwich, chips and a 
bottle of water to 20 people. 


The second key area they will be focusing on 
is purchasing supplies to be handed out and 
distributed. The list of supplies needed is ever 
changing and can range from generators, tarps and 
chainsaws to feminine care products, diapers and 
school supplies. Bay County Strong will work with 
local officials to determine the most pressing needs. 
Monetary donations made directly to the relief effort 
will fund the purchasing of these supplies, which 
will then be directly dispersed. 


The relief efforts will be long-term and continue into the 
next several months. With that in mind, Bay County 
Strong will be providing financial assistance to other 
organizations such as shelters, various nonprofit 
relief organizations, groups providing temporary 
housing solutions, and local humane societies that 
are overflowing with surrendered and lost pets. 


Finally, the fourth key area Bay County Strong will 
focus on is aiding specific families or individuals that 
they uncover on a case-by-case basis. As individuals 
and families attempt to rebuild their homes and their

Still crushing it at the age of 82, the 
legendary singer-songwriter Kris 
Kristofferson delivered two sets of 
crowd-pleasing compositions from 
his vast catalog. Backed by the late 
great Merle Haggard’s band The 
Strangers, he also threw in more 
than a few Hag classics. 


Somehow it all worked, and if I had 
to sacrifice “Moment of Forever” 
for, say, “I Think ITl Just Stay Here 
and Drink,” it was well worth the 
two-hour-plus drive to and from 
downtown Mobile. 


The Saenger is a great venue, classy 
and classic. We saw Bonnie Raitt here 
a few years ago, and every seat in the 
house is a good one unless you're 
trying to snap photos of the stage 
from your outdated smartphone. 


Anyway, I grew up with Mr. 
Kristofferson—his wobbly guest 
hosting gig from the first season of 
Saturday Night Live is the stuff of 
legend, and you should dial it up on 
Hulu—but didn’t really appreciate 
him as an artist until I heard 
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Photo “borrowed” from Kris’ website. 


Broken Freedom Song: Live from San 
Francisco 15 years ago. One of the 
best live albums ever. 


Mr. Kristofferson gave this crowd 
what they came for—enduring 
classic after classic, including “Me 
and Bobby McGee,” “Help Me Make 
It Through the Night,” “Sunday 
Morning Coming Down,” and, thank 
Jesus, “Why Me Lord” and “Here 
Comes That Rainbow Again.” I hope 
my singing along didn’t bother the 
nice folks seated next to me too 
much. 


Unlike the 2003 concert album, 
this show contained very little, if 
any, between-song commentary (no 
politics, no mention of the recent A 
Star Is Born remake). There was no 
encore, either—too bad, because 
there were still about two-dozen 
songs I would’ve liked to have heard.

Surviving Michael Through Stories, Poetry, Art 


By Nikki Hedrick 


Hurricane Michael’s impact is far greater than the 
sum ofits parts. There is the physical damage—the 
homes and businesses, the trees missing from the 
landscape, and the community gathering spots no 
longer safe to hold laughter or music. Then there are 
the people—the people who lost it all and continue 
to find ways to help, share and rebuild. 


Panama City’s Tony Simmons is a well-respected 
journalist and supporter of the arts. Additionally, 
he is the author of multiple novels and a founding 
member of The Syndicate, a collaborative enterprise 
that gives storytellers an opportunity to see their 
ideas in print. The Syndicate usually specializes in 
what Simmons calls “urban fantasy,” but Hurricane 
Michael gave birth to a new anthology rooted deeply 
in reality, Survivors: Work Created in the Wake of 
Hurricane Michael. 


“I’ve been writing as long as I can remember really,” 
says Simmons. “I was creating comic books when I 
was in kindergarten. I think I probably have ruined 
my son because he’s followed in those footsteps too. 
Writing is just in the blood. My mother is a writer. 
My dad did some writing. It’s just in the family.” 


Simmons continued to write until he found his 
way into journalism. “I’ve been here with the News 
Herald for over 25 years now. We made our home 
here in Panama City, raised the kids here. I kept 
writing on the side, writing fiction, and managed to 
have a few things published.” 


As Amazon created their self-publishing platform, 
Simmons embraced it as a way to continue releasing 
his ideas into the world, including a series of books 
under “The Caliban Cycle” moniker. “It is a story 
that has been in the back of my head since I was a 
teenager,” he says. “I’ve written and rewritten and 
rewritten for 40 years until I finally felt like I got it 
right and was able to publish the first book a few 
years back.” 


Or, to put another way, “It’s part of the work that 
has haunted me through my life.” 


The idea of The Syndicate was born out of friendship 
and a shared appreciation in the arts. “Over the 
years, you collect friends, and we would meet for 
lunches,” says Simmons. “I looked around the table 
one day and I said, ‘We’ve got writers and artists 
and graphic designers, and videographers and 
photographers and editors sitting at this table. We 
could do a project together.’ 


“And so, that was how The Syndicate started to form. 
Me and some friends that just wanted to do projects 
together. We all had similar interests in fantastic 
fiction, sci-fi, horror, and old pulp adventures, those 
sorts of things.” 


That set the groundwork for the Adventures in the 
Arcane anthology in 2016, which now spans three 
volumes. Simmons calls the content “pulp adventure 
with a paranormal twist, sort of that fantasy and 
horror element mixed into good old adventure tales. 
Sort of what I guess would be the urban fantasy of 
today.”

What no one could have guessed was how The 
Syndicate would be used to document a natural 
disaster and its aftermath. 


Simmons relates how the days after Hurricane 
Michael were full of difficulties. “We had no phone 
service, no Internet for days and days. I started trying 
to check in with my friends and family, and it was 
really difficult. It was a rough time, but eventually 
when I did have it, I could sit at the Publix, and 
use their Wi-Fi. We got on Facebook to let everybody 
know we had survived, check on people. 


“Over the days, people started posting about their 
experiences. They were putting up photographs they 
had taken or poems they had written. A lady by the 
name of Jessica St. Hill, who is an actor, comedian 
and writer in this community created a Facebook 
page called The Art of Michael, and started collecting 
things people had written in response to the story or 
art they had made or photographs they had taken.” 


Those were the seeds of the Survivors anthology. 
“I spoke to Jayson Kretzer, who was a member of 
The Syndicate, one of the founding members. I said, 
‘We need to do something here. We could put these 
together in a book form and maybe do some good, 
raise some money, raise some awareness, remind 
people what’s going on here, and what people are 
going through. And at the same time, create a record 
of this moment in time because the further away we 
get from the storm, the more we’re going to try to 
put things in perspective, the more we’re going to be 
distant from the pain.” 


With the goal of the submissions retaining raw 
emotion, only a month transpired between the 
storm and the submission deadline. Simmons notes 
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how the short deadline, when many still had limited 
Internet or outside communications, also prevented 
submitters from second guessing themselves. 


“People who have read it have said that they almost 
read their own experiences in what our writers 
have created. They saw their own backgrounds in 
those pictures of downed trees, destroyed fences 
and broken houses. Even though each one of those 
stories is very individual, it’s also universal. We 
have all been traumatized by this in similar ways.” 


Proceeds of Survivors will benefit the Northwest 
Florida United Way. “A local artist mentioned 
The United Way, that they were here helping 
organizations before the storm. They were hurt just 
like everybody else during the storm—bad damage 
to their buildings, but they’re going to be here after 
the storm, helping organizations all over town.” 


Digital copies of Survivors are available via Amazon, 
and physical copies can be purchased at The 
Panama City Center for the Arts, which is doubling 
as an art gallery for local artists as numerous 
popular galleries sustained substantial damage.

A FIERCE FILM BY PAUL SCHRADER

One of the best films of the year. Director Paul 
Schrader, who wrote the film theory book The 
Transcendental Style in Film when he was 24, now 
employs that style (still camera shots, few cuts, and 
almost no nondiegetic music allowing the spectator

There’s a bar, and 
plenty of seating in the spacious main room. 


Our server (Lucy) bought menus, took drink orders, 
and left us to study. The chef (called “Mr. T” on 
the menu) specializes in Thai-style food, but the 
menu mixes it up, with a little Thai, Southwestern, 
Greek, Louisiana, deli and old-fashioned American 
Club Lunch items available. There’s something for 
everyone, and for large and small appetites. 


The menu lists a couple of appetizers, Two Trees 
specialties, house favorites, sandwiches and a long 
list of both light and lunch-sized salads. 


We began with a shared app of three egg rolls (they 
also offer quesadillas as a starter). These were the 
old-school restaurant style, large (sliced into bite 
size), with thick wrappers and plenty of meat and 
vegetable filling, plus a sweet/spicy dipping sauce. 
They came out quite hot and my daughter (who 
loves an egg roll) enjoyed herself especially. You 
could make a meal of them. 


The place was pretty quiet when we arrived, but 
larger parties soon started drifting in, including one 
group of guys celebrating someone’s birthday with 
a round of Bloody Marys. They behaved themselves, 
even apologizing for a slightly risqué remark my 
daughter might have overheard. She did not, but I 
appreciated the courtesy. 


My wife ordered a warm chicken cashew salad with 
honey poppy seed dressing. I ordered a “falling 
apart” roast beef po’boy with fries. Our daughter got 
a cup of housemade chicken soup. 


We had just finished the egg rolls when the mains 
arrived. The salad looked very pretty and fresh, with 
large slices of chicken breast arranged over greens, 
cucumbers and tomatoes and the dressing on the 
side, just as my wife likes it. There were plenty of 
plump, whole cashews scattered over the salad. It 
was a good salad— sort of Mediterranean, sort of 
Asian. 


My po’boy was generously portioned, with a stack of 
hot and crunchy fries, and a bowl of beef broth for 
dipping—making for a Louisiana/French Dip sort of 
hybrid. The tender beef did indeed fall apart over 
the crunchy grilled bread, so out came the knife and 
fork. 


My daughter’s chicken soup was excellent—the 
chicken and vegetables were fresh, and the stock 
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had a touch of Asian pizzazz. Trust a Thai chef to 
make a good chicken soup. 


Other lunch choices include grilled mahi filet with 
sautéed vegetables, “Old Fashioned” hamburger, 
mushroom cheeseburger or two-cheese patty melt, 
pan-fried crab cakes, red beans and rice with 
optional sausage, fried shrimp po’boy or basket, 
fried or grilled fish of the day sandwich, NY-style 
pastrami and corned beef Reuben, grilled cheese 
with soup, triple-decker club sandwich, blackened 
or pesto chicken sandwich, Thai chicken wrap, 
chicken salad croissant, chicken quesadilla, and 
fried rice or Pad Thai. 


The salad options are fruit with chicken salad, Santa 
Fe fajita chicken, chicken and melon, chef salad, 
Caesar with shrimp, Greek salad, tuna salad, and a 
Thai beef salad. There’s soup and salad or club and 
salad combos, and a daily special (spaghetti that day). 


For dessert they had cheesecake, and key lime, 
peanut butter, pecan or apple pie. We ordered one 
slice of pecan to share. It was served warm, with 
whipped cream, and my daughter and I accounted 
for most of it. 


The kitchen also serves breakfast, with daily 
specials, omelettes, breakfast sandwiches, sides 
and light options. 
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Whether you golf, watch golf, or just like breakfast 
and lunch, Two Trees will give you a friendly welcome 
and a fine choice of well-prepared food.
